1* BGETSHD. c J reports that on 12 June five documents were received 
firom King Zog and pouched to c J • The letters stated that Irfan 

Bey Ohrlda, one of Zog*s representatives at the proposed meeting In Turkey 
with Yugoslav officials, had departed on 8 June for Turkey* Zog reported that 
Abas Kup^ a leader of the Legalitet Party, arrived in Egypt on 7 June and that 
he believes Kupi's propositions are in complete contradiction to the last con- 
versation between zog and L -3 , Kupi is said to believe it imperative 

that no change be xaade in the .executive Coimnittee of the NCFA except for the 
inclusion of Ndus Markagjoini and Koeo Muce* The Executive Committee would then 
consist of Hasan Dost!, Zef Pali, Nuci Kotta, Said Ksyaziu, Abas Kupi, Markagjoni 
and Muoa* Zog is awaiting our reply befoi-e expressing an opinion to Kupi, who 
has promised to follow the American lead. The king stated that Colonel Selmani 
returned to Egypt on 10 June. Zog requested that Halil Bienltza, who was prevented 
by a health condition from entering Albania with his team, not be returned to 
the Apple Team and that the Team be advised to exercise caution* He also asked 
that Hamit Mat j ani and Gjelo Sakalarl, guides for the team, remain in Albania 
until the next team report has been received. (IN 10776) 

A cable from C n reports that the Legalitet Party has already published 
a booklet containing its politioal program. The British requested 01/1*8 views 
last week on the desirability of the publication of such a statement, believing 
it not yet published* C j , the BBFIEND representative in Rome, proposes 
that we and the British issue a joint paper reprimanding the Legalitet and all 



other parties for present and 




which promote disunity among the 



exiles* He recommends further that the reprimand point out to the members of 
NGFA that such action is contrary to the NCFA aims and policies and could bring 
about the ruin of the Committee • The Belli Kombetar published an article last 
Deoeanb ar stating its position and the present Legalitet boolclet is another 
manifestation of the rivalry existing between the two parties. (IN 11199)
